THE FREE LUNCH BUSINESS 
President Carter in his populist-e tyle campaign for the 
presidency, railed against the special interests in 
Washington. Presumably the President maintains his 
own list of good friends, wise consultants and special 
groups that he consults from time to time on legislation. 
^identifying special interests is a difficult political 
problem and is overlaid with name-calling from those 
across the party fences. 
If the Chamber of Commerce lobbies Republicans, is 
the Chamber viewed as a special interest pleader by 
Democrats? You bet. 
If the AFL-CIO does the same thing for Democrats, are 
the union leaders viewed as special interest pleaders by 
Republicans? You bet. 
It would be handy if there were an easy way to sort out 
genuine special interests. Unfortunately, there is no 
clear path through this muddy, well-trampled field, only 
a few sign-posts. 
One of those signposts is money. 
Suppose you met a special interest walking down the 
street and it offered you lunch or dinner. "Well," you 
say, "no harm in that." 
Suppose it added a weekend of trout fishing in 
Wyoming. ‘Hmmmmmm.’’ 
Suppose it hinted at a little boose and sex. "Now wait 
just a moment. It’s stepping over the line." 
Then let’s go back to lunch. Suppose it called and said it 
wanted to take you to a $25 lunch but can’t make it today 
so it is sending over the cash instead. "Graft. Bribery. 
Corruption." 
So even the money guidelines are not too clear. 
The broader test is whether a piece of legislation 
focuses narrowly on rewarding a special class of citizens 
or whether all Americans seem to benefit from its 
passage. But this can be as complicated as the money 
problem. Lobbyists concentrate on this national interest 
argument and many times it veils a fairly narrow in­ 
terest. 
Let us say the Bl bomber calls for using flanges. The 
lobbyist for the Penultimate Flange Co. wants lots of Bis 
produced and argues that the bomber is in the national 
interest, which it may be. But most of all it is good for 
Penultimate so he is hooking his flange to a star. 
Some of our more base politicians have veiled pleas for 
their personal interests by raising the "national in­ 
terest." President Nixon, for example, in refusing to turn 
over White House tapes in the Watergate affair, argued 
that sacred national interests • the separation of powers, 
executive privilege, the need for privacy in White House 
conversations - were more important than evidence 
needed in a criminal case against his White House aides. 
The Supreme Court disagreed. 
It is difficult to make our way across these fields. We 
are left hoping our political leaders are skillful enough to 
realize where broad national concerns lie. And it is up to 
us to yell at them and vote them out of office when they 
fail. 
Meanwhile, the politicians should remember the old 
saying, "There is no such thing as a free lunch."

It seems obvious to us that flying an airplane is one line 
of work in which women - given half a chance - should be 
able to excel.

They often have more 
manual dexterity than men. And if life expectancy tables 
are any idication, they do well under stresses and 
strains. 
Yet the Air Force is only now beginning to recognize 
that fact The first group of 10 female pilots will be 
graduated from flying school Sept 2 at Williams Air 
Force Base in Arizona. A second group will go into 
training this fall. 
The main hangup, of course, has been the legal 
restriction against women in combat - a restriction, by 
the way, that seems pretty archaic in this day and age. 
The Air Force plans to get around the no-combat rule 
by assigning its female pilots to cargo planes, aerial 
tankers, weather reconnaissance, medical evacuation 
and other non-combat missions. 
As more women are trained, however, the law should 
be changed so women are able to fly fighter planes, 
bombers and other combat aircraft along with men. 
Without a draft to fell beck on, all the services are 
reexamining their attitudes toward women. The Army, 
for example, is sending female soldiers on field 
maneuvers in West Germany next month. Navy 
Secretary W. Graham Claytor wants to send women to 
sea. 
A long way from the age of sheltered femininity, 
perhaps, but still a long way to go before women are 
given the military opportunities they should have.

HOW MANY VICTIMS 
IN VIETNAM PRISON 
CAMPS? 
On June 16 and 21 a sub­ 
committee of the House of 
R e p re s e n ta tiv e s 
h e a rd 
testimony on the question of 
human rights (and wrongs) in 
Vietnam since the Communist 
conquest of South Vietnam in 
April 1975. 
At the June 16 hearing. Father 
Andre Gelinas, a French- 
Canadian Jesuit priest whose 19 
years of residence in Vietnam 
included 15 months under 
Communist rule in Saigon, told 
the committee that the people of 
Vietnam are "in a terrible state 
because of the oppressive rule of 
the government." He said that 
something 
very 
tragic 
was 
happening there and that what 
was needed was a full-scale 
investigation and exposure. 
Fr. Gelinas had previously 
published a detailed account of 
conditions in South Vietnam 
under Communist rule in 
L'Express of Paris, and later in 
The New York Review of Books 


which had considerable impact 
in intellectual circles in this 
country, since it sharply con­ 
tradicted rosier views. 
Fr. Gelinas told the com­ 
mittee how the state of human 
rights had fared since the 
Communists took control of 
Saigon. He said the first thing 
they did was to completely 
suppress freedom of speech, 
press and ¡information. He said 
that 
before the Communist 
takeover there were 27 daily 
newspapers in Saigon, about 200 
scholarly, literary and technical 
journals, 
numerous 
other 
magazines, 
three 
television 
channels, and about 24 radio 
stations. 
The Communists immediately 
closed all of these media of 
communication s. Not only that, 
but back issues of papers, 
magazines, 
records 
and 
cassettes were confiscated and 
burned in huge bonfires in the 
streets. 
He said the only source of 
information was one television 
channel owned and operated by 
the government, devoted ex­ 
clusively 
to 
government 
propaganda, two radio stations 
and three daily newspapers. He 
said that all were filled with the 
same progaganda dictated by 
the 
party-controlled 
news 
agency. • 
Fr. Gelinas said that people 
were imprisoned without trial, 
without a hearing, and, indeed, 
without even being accused of a 
crime. He said that 300,000 men 
had been imprisoned for over 
two years with no charges 
having been filed against them. 
These are mainly labeled "re­ 
education cempa,” which are 
really concentration camps. 
Fr. Gelinas said that no one 
knew 
precisely 
how 
many 
prisoners there were, since the 
Communists were not very 
communicative on this score. He 
based his estimate of 300.000 on 
these observations: 
1. All of the regular prisons 
were crowded and two new ones 
had been built in Saigon since 
the Communists took over 
2. Virtually all of the former 
BOQs 
(bachelor 
officers 
quarters) and BEQs (enlisted 
quarters) 
of 
the American 
military forces were now being 
used as prisons, with as many as 


26 Vietnamese prisoners oc­ 
cupying a bedroom formerly 
used for one American soldier. 
3. He had received word of 
some 60 to 90 newly established 
work camps from his sources 
around the country, although the 
location of most of these camps 
is secret. These camps repor­ 
tedly had a minimum population 
of 3,500 prisoners each, giving a 
range of from 210,000 to 315,000 
prisoners in the camps. 
4. In saigon, 60 to 85 per cent of 
the educated men were sent off 
to the camps. Since Vietnam had 
a relatively high proportion of 
educated 
people, 
Gelinas 
thought that the number im­ 
prisoned by the Communists 
could hardly be less than 300,000. 
5. Finally, Fr. Gelinas pointed 
out that General Tran Van Tra, 
who had command of Saigon for 
the first nine months of Com­ 
munist rule , said when he was 
replaced in January 1976 that 
hundreds of thousands of men 
were under reeducation. Fr. 
Gelinas said that the general 
may have leaked this figure 
because he was a southerner. 
Recently, Fr. Gelinas said, the 
authorities in Vietnam had been 
putting out a figure of 30,000 to 
40,000 for the number of 
prisoners in the camps. He felt 
that this was far off the mark, 
for the reasons stated above. 
One reason we are printing 
this latest report on the real 
situation in Vietnam is that the 
media coverage of the hearing 
at which Fr. Gelinas testified 
was zero, according to Accuracy 
In Media Inc. (AIM).

1960s, commentators yielded 
several times to the temptation 
of proclaiming the demise of the 
business cycle, the 1970s have 
made it plain that the business 
cycle is still alive end well.

In addition, since recessions 
have varied greatly in severity 
and duration, we should ask how 
long the next recession will last 
and how severe it will be. 
Length of Current Expansion 
First, there are grounds for 
believing that the present period 
of rising business still has 
several years to go. Second, 
present circumstances suggest 
that the next recession, when it 
comes, will be relatively brief 
and mild. 
Periods of business expansion 
(from the trough of the last 
recession to the peak preceding 
the next one) have in the past 
averaged three years in length. 
If that average were to prevail 
this time, the current economic 
expansion, which began more 
than two years ago, should 
terminate in another recession 
some time in 1978. 
But 
the expansion which 
began in early 1975 has been a 
typical 
in 
several 
respects 
which lead one to believe that it 
can last longer than the average 
of the past. First, the rate of 
recovery has been unusually 
slow this time. Industrial 
production, 
which 
typically 
takes about one year to return to 
its pre-recession peak, took two 
years this time. The slow pace of 
the recovery suggests that it can 
last longer than similar periods 
in the past which got off to a 
more rapid start. 
Second, the ratio of business 
inventories 
to sales, 
which 


typically begins rising about a 
year before a general buaineea 
downturn,

downward, We appear to be In 
no imminent danger of n period 
when business finds Itself 
overstocked and holds off on 
production until Its inventories 
are worked off. 
Finally, there are no signs of a 
capital goods boom, which has 
usually been the Inst stage of a 
period of business expansion. It 
may seem strange that this is 
viewed as an optimistic sign 
stance much concern has been 
expressed about the failure of 
capital goods spending to show a 
strong upward trend during this 
recovery. 
The fact is, however, that 
business spending for plant and 
equipment is a lagging in­ 
dicator. It takes off in a period of 
recovery well after other sectors 
of the economy, and it usually is 
most ebullient just at the time 
when the rest of the economy 
has already turned downward. 
The fact that capital spending 
has not been ebullient so far 
suggests that this recovery is 
still a youthful one with a long 
life ahead of it.

NEW YORK- It just isn’t 
possible to wander around much 
of our land without becoming 
enmeshed in a network of 
professionally passionate en­ 
vironmentalists 
who

building of 160 nuclear power 
plants, and to stall those already 
under construction and actually 
to decommission huge atomic 
installations 
now 
providing 
desperately needed electricity. 
This ecological network is 
spawned or inspired by the New 
England Clamshell Alliance, 
which already has an outpost on 
the West Coast in the California 
Abalone Alliance and in New 
Jersey in the Barnacle Alliance 
and in Oregon in the Trojan 
Decommissin Alliance and back 
in its pilgrim's progress to New 
England's Coalition on Nuclear 
Pollution and down again to the 
New Jersey Congress Against 
Nuclear Power.

LAS VEGAS (AP) — A Las 
Vegas newspaper reported to­ 
day that the NCAA will soon 
announce that the basketball 
program at the University of 
Nevada-Las 
Vegas 
will 
be 
placed on two years probation, 
but the school’s top official 
says he’s not aware of such 
sanctions—yet. 
Hie Las Vegas Sun, quoting 
unnamed sources, said the 
UNLV basketball program will 
be placed on two years proba­ 
tion, probably within a week. 
According to the Sun, the 
sanctions are: 
—Prohibition against 
post 
season tourney play. 
—A recruiting limit of three 
players per year. 
—Five persons may be re­ 
quired to permanently dis­ 
associate themselves from the 
program. 
—And coach Jerry Tarka- 
nian's job may be on the line, 
at least during the probationary 
period. 
UNLV President Dr Donald 


Baepler, contacted at his home 
early this morning, said he 
could not confirm, nor deny the 
Sun’s report. 
However, the Sun quoted Ath­ 
letic Director Bill Ireland as 
saying probation was a sure 
thing. 
“We’re going on probation. 
We know that,” Ireland told the 
Sun. “There were some viola­ 
tions of the NCAA code some 
time ago. We have admitted 
that.” 
But Baepler was somewhat 
more conservative, saying the 
NCAA rules do not allow him to 
comment on a pending case. 
“I have no official word from 
the NCAA,” said Baepler. "I 
honestly don’t know. We have 
had no official notification. Any 
announcement will come from 
the NCAA.” 
Baepler pointed out that the 
rumor mill involving UNLV has 
been turning out stories for the 
past five years, and said the 
fact that UNLV was fighting 
probation has been a well- 


known fact for several months. 
Baepler admitted that he was 
in Knoxville, Tenn., on Monday, 
but hedged as to what his mis­ 
sion was. NCAA officials are 
meeting this week in Ten­ 
nessee. 
It was generally thought by 
NCAA observers that Baepler 
and other officials would travel 
to Tennessee to appeal a ruling 
handed down last May—proba­ 
tion. 
While probation seems to be 
imminent, the terms of the 
sanctions are yet speculation. 
One source very close to Bae­ 
pler said he thinks the terms 
will include a one-year period, 
adding that he does not think 
Tarkanian’s job is in jeopardy. 
The alleged violations against 
the universty date back to the 
early 1970s and the tenure of 
former basketball coach John 


Bayer. They include: students 
taking examinations for play­ 
ers, overpayments to players, 
an illegal basketball game 
against the University of New 
Mexico prior to the 1972 season 
and the illegal transportation of 
a player on a free junket air­ 
plane. 
According to the Sun, Bayer, 
now head of the university’s 
physical education department, 
is one of those who must dis­ 
associate himself from the pro­ 
gram. 
Many local fans believe the 
NCAA has had it out for Tarka- 
nian. 
“Tark the Shark,” the winni- 
ngest active major college bas­ 
ketball coach, came here from 
Long Beach State in 1973. Sev­ 
eral weeks after he left Long 
Beach, the school’s basketball 
and football programs were 


placed an probation by the 
NCAA, add local fans have 
been under the impression that 
the NCAA has been after Tar- 
kanian ever since. 


Under Tarkanian, UNLV has 
sky-rocketed to national promi­ 
nence in basketball 
Last year, the Rumin’ Rebels 
compiled a 31-3 record and took 
third place in the NCAA tourna­ 
ment in Atlanta. UNLV was 
ranked fourth in the final AP 
poll of the year, and is ex­ 
pected to be a power to contend 
with again this year despite a 
tough schedule including road 
dates at Marquette, Kentucky, 
Louisville and Maryland. 


Although today’s report on 
the continuing saga of the 
UNLV probe did not come as 
much of a surprise, it was rath­ 
er untimely.

DEXTER ~ Rebuilding a porous defense that gave up almost m 
potnta per game in 197« is the top priority for Tom Thrower and 
hia Dexter Bearcat coaching eteff thia season aa they prepare for 
their school's second campaign as a member of the Northern 
Division. 
Our defenae will be a lot better," promised Thrower, who 
inherited a down program when he returned to DHS to coach last 
year after a shut leave from this area. Last year’s Bearcats won 
only two balfsmes and picked up only a single Northern Division 
triumph, a « -* scoring contest against Kennstt 
Itwouldbehardfor Dexter’s defense to be worse than it was last 
season. Big, bruising bad», which were plentiful in fee North 
last year, stormed through the Bearcat alignment almost at will. 
The question wasn’t whether the Cats could keep the opposition 
from scoring, but rather how long they could delay the inevitable. 
A Dexter paper published an offensive and defensive player of 
the week after each game, but Thrower often declined to name 
one of the latter. 
“Our kids just weren’t strong enough last year," pointed out 
Thrower. Ball-carrien seemed to bounce off Dexter tacklers that 
year. But it won’t be the case in *77, according to Thrower. 
‘People won’t run right through us this year,’’ emphasised the 
. DHS mentor, warning oppoeing coaches they’ll heed more than 
just a good beck or two to move fee bell consistently against bis 
club. 
An off-season weight program and experience are the primary 
reasons why Thrower is optimistic about improvement of Dex­ 
ter’s defense. Eight of last year’s starters are beck on “D” and 
all of the Bearcats have been working out with the barbells to 
improve their sias and strength.

"He weighed 210 last year," said Thrower about Griffey, "but he 
was fat." 
All three linebackers are returning. Middle man Bryce Mat­ 
thews is the biggest of the trio at 180, while outside men David 
McGee and Scott Keirsey got 100 and 165, respectively. And in the 
secondary, halfback Denny Jarrell is back. All of Dexter’s 
returning starters are seniors. 


Can Thrower detect any improvement in his unit this year? 
‘ It’s bard to tell when you’re playing against yourself,’’joked fee 
Dexter coach. But if his defensive people can stop their offensive 
counterparts, they’re well on their way to being a fine uidt. 
Senior quarterback Unce Espey, who tied wife David Shell in 
the voting for first teem All-Conference honors last year, heeds 
an offensive crew that might be second to none in the area fete 
season. 
Espey threw for 1,147 yards as a junior as his team averaged 
over 21 points per ballgame - a considerable feat, considering 
feat the other team possessed the ball most of the time. Ten of his 
aerials went for touchdowns. "He’ll probably put it up about 18-20 
times a game again," Thrower said about the southpaw signal 
caller, who bears an amazing resemblance to Oakland’s Ken 
Stabler on the field. 
Espey’s top target of last year, flanker Mike Grubbs, has 
graduated, and Thrower declares that his quarterback will be 
throwing to more than just a few people this season. Fullback 
Kevin Orr and halfback Rick Guilliams, returning at their 
positions, figure to get more than their share of the receptions 
this year, since bofe ranked among the North’s top ten receivers 
a year ago. And Mike Penney will move from defense to tight 
end, giving the Cats’ a threat at that position that they didn’t have 
a year ago. 
In the rushing department, Guilliams ranked fifth in the league 
in that category with 803 yeards as a junior, earning second team 
honors. Guilliams, who finished second in the scoring race in fee 
North last year, should get the call again when Dexter gets close 
to paydirt. 
The speedy Orr, who scored six TD’s as a junior, also poses a 
breakaway threat - if the offensive line can open some holes for 
he and Guilliams. But last year’s entire unit graduated, forcing 
Thrower to field a revamped line this fall. 
"We’ll make more noise this year than last,’’ was Thrower’s 
only prediction about the 1977 season. "We need three or four 
more good seniors to have an outstanding football team," he said 
wishfully. 
A good group of underclassmen and a big turnout for the fresh­ 
men team gives Dexter fans good reason to expect a contender at 
DHS in the future.

The federal government esti­ 
mates that between 400,000 and 
600,000 Americans use heroin 
on a daily basis. Millions more 
— many of diem young — use 
other drugs, regularly or occa­ 
sionally. 
There are many different 


kinds of drugs All narcotics 
are drugs, but not all drugs are 
narcotics. According to the Na­ 
tional Clearinghouse on Drug 
Abuse Information, a drug is 
“any chemical substance which 
affects a person in such a way 
as to bring about physiological, 
emotional 
or 
behavioral 
change.” Narcotics are de­ 
scribed as “drugs which relieve 
pain and often induce sleep.” 
All 
drugs are potentially 
harmful if misused, but they do 


not all result in addiction or 
physical dependence. 
The myths about drugs are 
almost as widespread as the 
problem. To set the record 
straight, the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
is distributing, at no charge: 
“Questions and Answers About 
Drug Abuse,” with information 
on sedatives, alcohol, stimu­ 
lants, tobacco, marijuana, hal­ 
lucinogens and narcotics.

The full legislature adjourned 
on Tuesday until at least that 
date so that the 10-member 
house-senate negotiating com­ 
mittee can work toward a reso­ 
lution of the stalemate on the 
bill to fund state building con­ 
struction 
and 
maintenance 
through June. 
“It just doesn’t make sense 
to keep everybody here waiting 
for 10 people to reach agree­ 
ment,’’ House Speaker Kenneth 
Rothman said after working out 
the revised schedule with Sen­ 
ate President Pro Tem Norman 
Merrell. 
• The legislative leaders had 
originally hoped work on the 
measure, the primary issue be­ 
fore lawmakers in the special 
session, could be concluded on 
Tuesday. 
The joint negotiating com­ 
mittee adjourned until next 
week shortly after both houses 
concluded work. Under the 
state constitution, the special 
session which began Aug. 10 
must be concluded by Oct 9, 
even if a compromise on the 
house version of the bill, which 
totals $142 million and the sen­ 
ate’s $145 million bill cannot be 
reached. 
The impasse on the St. Louis 
office building is the second to 
stall work on the huge funding 
measure, 
and 
Democratic 
House Floor Leader Joe Holt 
acknowledged that the issue is 
not one of money, but a power 
struggle between the house and 
senate. 
Although there are 17 areas 
of disagreement between the 
house and senate version of the 
bill, the negotiators have tenta­ 
tively agreed on all but six of 
those. 
The major stumbling block 
among the remaining six is an 
additional $7 million endorsed 
by the senate for the mid-town 
state office complex in St. 
Louis. 
The house approved only 
enough for the new building for 
consolidating the state offices 
except 
welfare. 
The house 
maintains cheaper space could 
be obtained just outside the 
downtown St. Louis area for the 
welfare services. 
The senate contends all serv­ 
ices, including welfare, should 
be in the same complex, which 
would require the additional $7 
million supported by the sena­ 
tors. 
The first impasse between 
the house and senate on the bill 
centered around construction of 
new prison facilities and led to 
the failure of the measure dur­ 
ing the regular session which 
ended in June. 


The 
special 
session 
was 
called after Gov. Joeeph Tea- 
sdale and the legislative lead­ 
ership worked out a com­ 
promise on the prison question, 
which called for $25 million for 
a medium security prison in 
the St. Louis area and $11.7 
million for renovation of exist­ 
ing facilities, including addi­ 
tional maximum security units 
at the state penitentiary. 
The prison compromise has 
been approved by both cham­ 
bers and was not among the 
differences now blocking pas­ 
sage of the huge bill in the con­ 
ference committee. 
State Social Services Director 
James Walsh testified before 
the conference committee Tues­ 
day on his agency’s future 
plans for consolidating the wel­ 
fare services in the St. Louis 
area. 
Walsh said the state agency 
already was working on consol­ 
idating those operations in the 
former General American Life 
Insurance building just outside 
the city's dowtown area. 
Rep. Steve Gardner, D-Bald- 
win. said approving the sen­ 
ate’s version of the bill would 
mean an extra $7 million for a 
building with less square foot­ 
age and no parking facilities, 
while the General American 
building had more square feet 
and 800 parking spaces. 
However, Sen. J.B. Banks, D- 
St. Louis, said there was “all 
the land you need’’ available 
for parking space near the mid­ 
town location. He also said it 
would be better to consolidate 
the welfare services near the 
city’s central ares. 
Under 
questioning, 
Walsh 
said he had not seen the plans 
for the proposed building. 
Rep. Gary Rust, R-Cape Gi­ 
rardeau, said he could not see 
appropriating 
the 
larger 
amount of funding for a new 
building, when the state’s social 
services director had not seen 
the proposed facility’s plans. 
In response to another ques­ 
tion from Gardner, Walsh said 
he was 
“enormously” 
con­ 
cerned about parking space, 
since the agency already had a 
problem keeping employes and 
lack of parking might aggra­ 
vate the problem 
Banks also pointed out the 
building would not be built for 
about two years and Walsh 
would have time to make sure 
the building plans were in line 
with his agency’s needs. 
Despite the house members’ 
objections, Walsh said he still 
supported the mid-town project, 
as it had been approved by the 
Senate. 
Walsh said the department 
had begun consolidation in the 
present building in the ex­ 
pectation of eventually moving 
into the mid-town structure, 
which also has been booked by 
Teasdak. 


“I’m supporting the gover­ 
nor’s position,” Walsh told the 
committee.

Love said a freeze on tax 
rates is his number one legisla­ 
tive priority.

WASHINGTON (AP) - After 
ignoring exhortations by re­ 
searchers and study groups for 
more than a century, the gov­ 
ernment is moving to pull to­ 
gether its disjointed set of facts 
and figures on crime. 
Atty. Gen. Griffin Bell wants 
to end fragmentation of effort 
in the Justice Department's 
compilation 
and analysis of 
crime figures by creating a 
new Bureau of Criminal Justice 
Statistics. 
In so doing. Bell is respond­ 
ing to what critics have de­ 
scribed as the departm ent’s 
“ horse and buggy system” of 
collecting crime figures. The 
agency he is proposing could 
give the public and government 
officials at all levels important 
information about crime trends 
and fresh insight about the 
causes of crime and ways to 
combat it 
The new agency would take 
over the crime statistics work 
of the FBI, the Law Enforce­ 
ment Assistance Administration 
and a host of separate depart­ 
ment offices. 
Seventeen department units 
currently produce 54 different 
sets of statistics dealing with 
crime, the courts, prosecutors, 
prisons or other aspects of the 
criminal justice system. 
Justice Department officials 
and private researchers long 
have maintained that the crim i­ 
nal records-keeping practices of 


the government have frustrated 
efforts to paint a reliable pic­ 
ture of crime in America. 
“ Nationwide 
information 
about crime is so fragmented, 
unreliable and varied that it is 
impossible to state, with any 
degree 
of 
confidence, 
con­ 
clusions about the state of the 
nation’s crime problem,” said a 
recent department staff report 
on the problem. 
The best-known statistics are 
those published in the FBI’s an 
nual and quarterly figures on 
the numbers of crimes reported 
to state and local police But 
those reports include only sev­ 
en crime categories — murder, 
rape, assault, 
robbery, 
bur­ 
glary, larceny and motor ve­ 
hicle theft. They say nothing 
about white-collar offenses and 
numerous other crimes

G. Christy, former Missouri 
House speaker, will tell you 
straight out about offers of 
money 
to 
influence 
legislation: 
“ Any House 
speaker who says he didn’t get 
any offers, well, there’s 
something wrong there. I got 
some big offers and some little 
offers,” says Christy, House 
Speaker from 1935 to 1940. 
“I’m not going to tell you I 
didn’t have offers when I was 
speaker, but I didn’t accept 
them.” 
Another former House 
Speaker, Richard J. Rabbitt, 
was recently sentenced to 
seven years in prison and 
fined $18,000 for extortion and 
mail fraud. 
Federal 
prosecutors 
presented evidence showing 
Rabbitt accepted $12,300 from 
an architectural firm for state 
contracts and $14,300 from the 
Greater St. Louis Automotive 
Dealers Association for as­ 
signing bills to favorable com­ 
mittees 
and 
influencing 
passage of legislation. 
Rabbitt’s conviction will be 
appealed, but it raises ques­ 
tions about the power of the 
House speaker, who is con­ 
sidered the most powerful 
state official next to the gover­ 
nor. 
House 
Minority 
Floor 
Leader Russell G. Brockfeld, 
R-Warrenton, 
recently 
requested that the House 


consider 
rule 
changes 
reducing the authority of the 
speaker. 
Brockfeld, in a letter to 
presort House Speaker, Ken 
Rothman, 
D-Clayton, 
suggested that the speaker’s 
authority to assign bills to 
committees be given to the 
House Rules Committee. 


Brockfeld also suggested, 
‘‘in light of the recent con­ 
viction” of Rabbitt, that either 
the minority caucus or 
minority floor leader appoint 
members of the minority 
party to committees. The 
speaker now has this power. 
These powers give the 
speaker a great amount of 
control over legislation, 
Christy says.

Bills 
he didn’t like, Christy ex­ 
plained, he could assign to 
those committees, and the 
legislation would never be 
reported to the floor for a vote. 
“I don’t know whether it’s 
good (for the speaker) to have 
the power to appoint com­ 
mittees and control com­ 
mittees and to refer certain 
trills to certain committees,” 
the 80-year-old former Jef­ 
ferson City mayor says. 
“It’s a hell of a lot of power 
to give to one man.” 
Christy says the biggest 
offer he received was $5,000 
from a company 
that 
m anufactures 
voting 
machines. The company 


wanted him to assign a trill 
that would allow them to in­ 
stall a voting machine in the 
House chamber to a ‘‘friend­ 
ly” committee. 
“It takes a lot of will power 
not to succumb. The lobbyists 
do anything to get close to the 
speaker,” Christy says. 
Christy says when he was a 
lobbyist 
for 
Missouri’s 
breweries, he tried to get close 
to the speaker. “I gave out a 
lot of beer,” he says. 
Sen. Richard Webster, R- 
Carthage, believes, however, 
the bribes will not come if a 
speaker establishes that he is 
not susceptible. Webster was 
speaker for one legislative 
session in 1954. 
“The offers do not come to 
people who establish the 
reputation of not being 
susceptible,” Webster says. 
“The speaker only has the 
power that the House mem­ 
bership gives him. Where the 
membership permits abuse of 
those powers, it is the fault of 
the membership.” 
Webster says when he was 
House speaker he never was 
offered any bribes for special 
help on legislation, but “the 
opportunity 
was 
always 
there.” He likes Brockfeld’s 
suggestions for changing the 
authority of the speaker. 
“The speaker has the power 
to remove members from 
committees. That’s where his 
real power comes from. He 
can tell a committee chair­ 
man, hold a bill or let it out or 
I’ll take you off the com­ 


mittee,” Webster says. 
“That’s why the caucus 
system is better. Let the 
speaker be a presiding of­ 
ficer.” 
Rothman, however, 
was 
disgusted by Brockfeld’s 
suggestions, calling them a 
“cheap political shot.” 


“I don’t know why he did 
that. I didn’t notice any 
Republicans saying we should 
strip the powers of the 
president when Nixon was 
removed 
from 
office,’’ 
Rothman says. 
“Some one has to have the 
responsibility. The respon­ 
sibility I had worked well. As 
speaker I have received 
praise from media throughout 
the state.” 
Thomas D. Graham, former 
House speaker from 1961 to 
1965, 
says 
the 
present 
responsibilities of the speaker 
worked well for him. 


“Sure, it is a lot of power, 
and it can be abused, but so 
can other powers, 
says 
Graham, who is practicing 
law in Jefferson City. 
“ An instance like this 
conviction 
of 
Rabbitt 
shouldn't be used to damn 
everyone (in the legislature). 
Because one man goes bod, 
you 
shouldn’t 
condemn 
everyone. It happens in all 
walks of life,” Graham says. 
“Everybody wants an un­ 
fair advantage. That’s only 
natural. But you don't have to 
give up your principles to do a 
good job.”

The prices they are getting 
this summer are not the worst 
but are getting close to a per­ 
centage of the calculated parity 
price. 
In mid-July, the combined 
average for all types of wheat 
produced 
was $2 a bushel. 
That’s 40 per cent of the parity 
price of $5.06. 
As a percentage of parity, the 
average wheat prices for one 
season hit bottom in 1931, with 
36 per cent. 
When grain stocks in other 
countries were depleted in 1973 
and U.S. 
exports began to 
boom, the peak of 118 per cent 
was reached. 
The parity price is not a di­ 
rect measure of farm income, 
which chief USDA economist 
Howard Hjort says will fall to 
1971 levels this year. 
But it does reflect at a given 
time the price a farmer should 
get for a bushel of wheat to 
achieve the financial harmony 
the law says existed in the 1910- 
1914 period. 
Many figures are cranked 
into the calculation, which the 
department 
is 
required 
to 
make, each month. Most are 
averages that a farmer with a 
mortgage and a typical fami- 
ly’s needs may have some diffi­ 
culty identifying with. 
The prices the farm«- pays 
for the articles and services 
that he must buy are included, 
along with the general level of 
all farm prices, interest rates, 
wage rates, taxes and govern­ 
ment income supplements and 
price supports.

Of Intrigue 


THE DRAGON. By Alfred 
Coppel. Harcourt Brace Jova- 
novich. 438 Pages. $10. 
Alfred Coppel, a former fight­ 
er pilot, unfolds much of this 
tale of international intrigue 
through the eyes of Harry 
Grant, a pilot and 
trusted 
friend of the president of the 
United States. 
Grant is dispatched by the 
president to London to seek, 
from a possible Soviet defector, 
clues to an imminent change of 
leadership in Russia. The presi­ 
dent plans a peace-making tour 
across the Atlantic, but faces 
an unknown: reports that China 
has built a laser weapon called 
“The Dragon” that will disrupt 
the balance of power. 
The action is centered in 
England, where Grant, pre­ 
pared with but a hasty briefing 
before his journey, runs into 
puzzles thicker than a London 
fog. What he eventually learns 
explains the ominous events oc­ 
curring behind the Iron Cur­ 
tain. 


This novel shows that the 
world is not a chess board, that 
the failings and virtues of men 
more often than not divert the 
course charted by logic and 
computers. Thus, characters 
here are as important as plot. 
Coppel is at his best when he 
pictures the Russians caught up 
in the web: the intelligence 
agent pursuing the Dragon in 
the vast no-man’s-land of the 
Sino-Soviet frontier, the young 
military genius rising to power, 
the aging Kremlin ministers he 
confounds. Perhaps they are in­ 
teresting because we are unfa­ 
miliar with their real life count­ 
erparts.

THE FREE LUNCH BUSINESS 
President Carter in his populist-style campaign for the 
presidency, railed against the special interests in 
Washington. Presumably the President maintains his 
own list of good friends, wise consultants and special 
groups that he consults from time to time on legislation. 
Indentifying special interests is a difficult political 
problem and is overlaid with name-calling from those 
across the party fences 
If the Chamber of Commerce lobbies Republicans, is 
the Chamber viewed as a special interest pleader by 
Democrats? You bet. 
If the AFL-CIO does the same thing for Democrats, are 
the union leaders viewed as special interest pleaders by 
Republicans? You bet. 
It would be handy if there were an easy way to sort out 
genuine special interests. Unfortunately, there is no 
clear path through this muddy, well-trampled field, only 
a few sign-posts. 
One of three signposts is money. 
Suppose you met a special interest walking down the 
street and it offered you lunch or dinner. “Well,” you 
say, “no harm in that.” 
Suppose it added a weekend of trout fishing in 
Wyoming. Hmmmmmm.” 
Suppose it hinted at a little booze and sex. “Now wait 
just a moment. It’s stepping over the line.” 
Then let’s go back to lunch. Suppose it called and said it 
wanted to take you to a $25 lunch but can’t make it today 
so it is sending over the cash instead. “Graft. Bribery. 
Corruption.” 
So even the money guidelines are not too clear 
The broader test is whether a piece of legislation 
focuses narrowly on rewarding a special class of citizens 
or whether all Americans seem to benefit from its 
passage. But this can be as complicated as the money 
problem. Lobbyists concentrate on this national interest 
argument and many times it veils a fairly narrow in­ 
terest. 
Let us say the B1 bomber calls for using flanges. The 
lobbyist for the Penultimate Flange Co. wants lots of Bis 
produced and argues that the bomber is in the national 
interest, which it may be But most of all it is good for 
Penultimate so he is hooking his flange to a star. 
Some of our more base politicians have veiled pleas for 
their personal interests by raising the “national in­ 
terest.” President Nixon, for example, in refusing to turn 
over White House tapes in the Watergate affair, argued 
that sacred national interests - the separation of powers, 
executive privilege, the need for privacy in White House 
conversations • were more important than evidence 
needed in a criminal case against his White House aides 
The Supreme Court disagreed. 
It is difficult to make our way across these fields We 
are left hoping our political leaders are skillful enough to 
realize where broad national concerns lie. And it is up to 
us to yell at them and vote them out of office when they 
fail.

purpose in this newsletter is to 
give you a status report on the 
Fiscal Year 1978 Defense 
Appropriations Bill. 
As a 
Member 
of 
the 
House 
Appropriations 
Subcommittee 
on Defense I spend a good deal 
of my time attending hearings, 
committee meetings, and bill 
markups, plus supporting the 
p ro p o sed 
D efen se 
Appropriations bill on the House 
Floor and in Joint Conference 
with our Senate counterparts. 
Incidentally, 
we 
have 
just 
finished the conference on this 
year’s bill. Final Congressional 
approval and submission to the 
President will probably come 
-early in September. 
Z As one might expect, the bill is 
'a large one: over $110 billion. 
-There are those who would 
object to so much money being 
spent on Defense while we have 
so many pressing domestic 
demands that should be met. 
However, 
in 
the words of 
Chairman Mahon 
(D-Tex.) 
“preventing World War III is 
what this bill is all about,” and 
that can 
be 
an expensive 
proposition. In the current bill 
we are about $5 billion above the 
defense bill of last year; and 
when we add on the sup­ 
plemental appropriations for 
next year, it will be about $7.5 
billion 
above the current 
fiscal year. This new budget 
authority would be roughly $6.8 
billion 
less 
than 
President 
Ford s original request, and 
about 
$4 
billion 
less 
than 
President 
Carter’s 
amended 
budget request 
These final totals could be 
influenced to the tune of over $1 
billion by the President’s 
decision in late June to shelve 
the B-l bomber As you may 
have heard, the House conferees 
did not agree to go along with 
the Senate in the deletion of the 


production funds in FY 1978. 
This means that this portion of 
the bill will be taken back to the 
House Floor in disagreement, 
thereby necessitating a House 
vote on whether or not to uphold 
the President’s decision. It’s my 
personal 
viewpoint that the 
President’s decision on FY ‘78 
funding will prevail, as was the 
case in the Senate. It should be 
noted that the House took its 
vote prior to the President’s 
decision. 
The President’s decision to 
kill the B-l bomber program and 
go ahead with the development 
of the cruise missile, a winged 
pilotless craft, caught nearly 
everyone by surprise. There are 
good arguments for both sides in 
this controversy The B-l would 
have the capability of making 
low level penetrations into the 
heart of 
the Soviet Union 
carrying a multi-faceted arsenal 
of weapons. This low level 
p e n e tr a ti o n 
ca p a b i lity 
minimizes 
the chances of 
detection by current warning 
systems 
and 
increases 
the 
probability of success. A counter 
argument is that the Soviets are 
developing a version of the U. S. 
Airborne Warning and Control 
System (AWACS) aircraft with 
an improved low level detection 
capability. There is also a good 
argument 
for retaining the 
recall capability of the manned 
bomber This would give the 
President more flexibility in 
situations now requiring ex­ 
tensive airborne alerts. 
On the other hand, the system 
is very expensive Carter and 
his advisors view the cruise 
missile as the United States’ 
best, affordable hedge against 
growing Soviet might, and do 
not 
intend 
to 
significantly 
compromise on it in strategic 
arms talks expected to resume 
in Octobei In the meantime, a 
supplemental budget will be 
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submitted 
expediting 
the 
development 
of 
the 
cruise 
missile and modifications of 
aircraft to carry the missile. 
Aircraft to be considered in­ 
clude the later models of the B52 
and the Boeing 747 and MDC 
DC10 wide-bodied transports. 
The Authorizing Committees 
are already holding hearings on 
these programs. 
Of particular interest to the 
10th District of Missouri is the 
status of funding for the Defense 
Mapping Agency’s Aerospace 
Center and McDonnell Douglas 
Corporation’s 
Defense 
con­ 
tracts. The couple of hundred or 
so constituents who work at the 
Aerospace Center will be in­ 
terested in the fact that the 
DMA funding for FY 1978 
exceeds that of the current year 
by some $7 million. 
Major Defense programs of 
the 
McDonnell-Douglas 
Cor­ 
poration, which employs about 
800 residents of the 10th District, 
are as follows: 
a. The Air Force F15 Eagle - 
the R F 15 is a twin engine single 
crew, fixed swept wing aircraft 
designed specifically for high 
maneuverability 
in air-to-air 
combat. It is the first U. S. 
fighter aircraft to possess a 
thrust to weight ratio greather 
than one to one. It has been 
called the world’s best air 
superiority fighter. 
Despite President Carter's 
proposal to cut the FY 1978 
production rate to 78 aircraft, 
we were able to provide funds 
for 97 aircraft This includes the 
funding necessary to commence 
installation of the PEP 2000 
modification. (Theexpected buy 
of Fl5s by Japan and Saudia 
Arabia 
will 
aLso help this 
production line.) 
b. The Navy-Marine Corps F18- 
A18 Hornet -- the F18 is a twin 
engine, single crew, carrier 
based, 
multimission 
tactical 
aircraft that can be configured 
with 
fighter 
or 
attack 
capabilities It will replace F4s 
and eventually A7 aircraft in the 
Navy and Marine Corps. 
In spite of determined and 
organized opposition to this 
program from 
competition 
companies, my colleagues and I 
were successful in providing the 
requested $626 6 million for 
Research and Development and 
$29.3 
million for advance 
procurement 
These advance 
procurement funds will be used 
to buy long leadtime items for a 
proposed buv of nine aii craft in 
FY 1979 
The Marine Corps AV8B - 
Advanced Harrier 
The AV8B 
is an improved version of the 


Marine Corps’ current short 
takeoff and landing aircraft. It 
is a single engine, single crew 
aircraft capable of operating 
either from ships or from 
Marine expeditionary landing 
fields. 
$60 million is ap­ 
propriated for Research and 
Development. 
d. Advanced Medium STOL 
Transport I AM ST) - The AMST

carry heavy outsized cargo into 
improved runways.

Admirers of the writings of 
Pearl S. Buck are lucky. They 
have a vast selection of the No­ 
bel and Pulitzer prize winning 
author’s work to select from. A 
prolific writer, Miss Buck has 
more than 70 books to her cred­ 
it and the late author apparent­ 
ly left much unpublished mate­ 
rial behind after her death in 
1973. 
According to the publisher, 
only one of the items — a nov­ 
elette and six short stories — 
appearing in “The Lovers and 
Other Strangers” has been pre­ 


viously published. Thus, Buck 
followers have a treat in store 
for them. 
While all of the items includ­ 
ed in the book are good, some 
are better than others. The best 
is a poignant story titled “Next 
Saturday And Forever.” It’s 
quite brief and perhaps its very 
briefness is what makes it such 
a memorable tale. It concerns 
a man and a woman, no longer 
young, who are in love. Un­ 
fortunately, both are married 
— although the woman’s hus­ 
band has deserted her — to oth­ 
ers and they do have a number 
of children. They meet once a 
week in a restaurant for a few 


hours, and then part to return 
to their respective families and 
dream of their next meeting. A 
most effective, most touching 
story. 
“The Man Called Dead” is a 
bittersweet story about an ag­ 
ing actor who never quite made 
it to the top — although he got 
close — and is spending his 
days in a seedy little room 
waiting for a break.

LAS VEGAS (AP) - A Las 
Vegas newspaper reported to­ 
day that the NCAA will soon 
announce that the basketball 
program at the University of 
Nevada-Las 
Vegas 
will 
be 
placed on two years probation, 
but the school’s top official 
sayi he’s not aware of such 
sanctions—yet 
The U s Vegas Sun, quoting 
unnamed 
sources, 
said 
the 
UNLV basketball program will 
be placed on two years proba­ 
tion, probably within a week 
According to the Sun, the 
sanctions are: 
—Prohibition 
against 
post 
season tourney play. 
—A recruiting limit of three 
players per year 
—Five persons may be re* 
quired 
to 
permanently 
dis­ 
associate themselves from the 
program. 
—And coach Jerry Tarka- 
nian's job may be on the line, 
at least during the probationary 
period. 
UNLV President Dr Donald 


Baepler, contacted at his home 
early this morning, said he 
could not confirm, nor deny the 
Sun’s report. 
However, the Sun quoted Ath­ 
letic Director Bill Ireland as 
saying probation was a sure 
thing. 
‘ We're going on probation. 
We know that,” Ireland told the 
Sun. “There were some viola­ 
tions of the NCAA code some 
time ago. We have admitted 
that.” 
But Baepler was somewhat 
more conservative, saying the 
NCAA rules do not allow him to 
comment on a pending case 
"I have no official word from 
the NCAA,” said Baepler. "I 
honestly don't know We have 
had no official notification. Any 
announcement will come from 
the NCAA.” 
Baepler pointed out that the 
rumor mill involving UNLV has 
been turning out stories for the 
past five years, and said the 
fact that UNLV was fighting 
probation has been a well- 


known fact for several months. 
Baepler admitted that he was 
in Knoxville, Tenn„ on Monday, 
but hedged as to what his mis­ 
sion was NCAA officials are 
meeting this week in Ten­ 
nessee. 
It was generally thought by 
NCAA observers that Baepler 
and other officials would travel 
to Tennessee to appeal a ruling 
handed down last May—proba­ 
tion. 
While probation seems to be 
imminent, the terms of the 
sanctions are yet speculation. 
One source very close to Bae­ 
pler said he thinks the terms 
will include a one-year period, 
adding that he does not think 
Tarkanian’s job is in jeopardy 
The alleged violations against 
the universty date back to the 
early 1970s and the tenure of 
former basketball coach John 


Bayer. They include: students 
taking examinations for play­ 
ers, overpayments to players, 
an 
illegal 
basketball 
game 
against the University of New 
Mexico prior to the 1972 season 
and the illegal transportation of 
a player on a free junket air­ 
plane. 
According to the Sun, Bayer, 
now head of the university’s 
physical education department, 
is one of those who must dis­ 
associate himself from the pro­ 
gram. 
Many local fans believe the 
NCAA has had it out for Tarka 
nian. 
"Tark the Shark,” the winni- 
ngest active major college bas­ 
ketball coach, came here from 
Long Beach State in 1973. Sev­ 
eral weeks after he left Long 
Beach, the school’s basketball 
and football programs were 


placed (xi probation by the 
NCAA, and local fans have 
been under the impression that 
the NCAA has been aft«- Tar­ 
ka nian ever since. 


Under Tarkanian, UNLV has 
sky-rocketed to national promi­ 
nence in basketball. 
Last year, the Ruraiin' Rebels 
compiled a 31-3 record and took 
third place in the NCAA tourna­ 
ment in Atlanta. UNLV was 
ranked fourth in the final AP 
poll of the year, and is ex­ 
pected to be a power to contend 
with again this year despite a 
tough schedule including road 
dates at Marquette, Kentucky, 
Louisville and Maryland.

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Defense must improve if DHS

D EX T ER •• Rebuilding a porous defense that gave up almost 36 
points per game in 1976 is the top priority for Tom Thrower and 
his Dexter Bearcat coaching staff this season as they prepare for 
their school's second campaign as a member of the Northern 
Division. 
Our defense will be a lot better," promised Thrower, who 
inherited a down program when he returned to DHS to coach last 
year after a short leave from this area. Last year’s Bearcats won 
only two baDgsmes and picked up only a single Northern Division 
triumph, a 42-36 scoring contest against Kennett. 
It would be hardfor Dexter’s defense to be worse than it was last 
season.

Ball-carriers seemed to bounce off Dexter tacklers that 
year But it won’t be the case in *77, according to Thrower 
"People won't run right through us this year," emphasised the 
DHS mentor, warning opposing coaches they’ll heed more than 
just a good back or two to move the ball consistently against his 
club.

Senior quarterback Lance Espey, who tied with David Shell in 
the voting for first team All-Conference honors last year, heads 
an offensive crew that might be second to none in the area this 
season. 
Espey threw for 1,147 yards as a junior as his team averaged 
over ? l points per ballgame - a considerable feat, considering 
that the other team possessed the ball most of the time.

Body size inherited

DEAR DR. LAMB - Dur­ 
ing my four years in high 
school I participated in varsi­ 
ty sports and cheerleading 
year round. Prom all this ac­ 
tivity I developed big muscles 
in my calves and thighs. Is 
there any possible way that I 
can get rid pf these muscles or 
thin our my legs? 
DEAR READER - A mus­ 
cle stays as large as it needs 
to be to have the strength to 
do the work it is required to do 
regularly. That means if a 
muscle is not required to do 
strength work it will begin to 
get smaller. We usually say 
that to maintain your muscle 
sise and strength you must do 
strength exercises at least 
once a week. 
Apparently if you are not 
doing sports now the only 
weight your calves and legs 
must lift is your own body. 
Under these circumstances, if 
you are not obese and have fat 
over your thighs the sise of 
your muscles may be a 
familial characteristic. 
Those genes we inherit do 
have their effects. That is why 
we have beef cattle and dairy 
cows — one for muscle, the 
other for milk. Draft horses 
for work are heavy muscular 
animals while race horses 
have different bodies. 
Don’t try too hard to change 
your natural state. Just get 
rid of fat if you already have 
some. To give you a better 
idea of what controls muscle 
sise I am sending you The 
Health Letter number 5-4, 
Weight Training for Energy 
and Weight Control. Others 
who want this information can 
send 50 cents with a long, 
stamped, 
self-addressed 
envelope for it. Keep in mind 
those muscles, if they are 
muscles and not fat, may help 
keep you from getting fat 
later in life. 
DEAR DR. LAMB - My 
son is 18 months old. The 


children’s specialist 1 take 
him to thinks he has a heart 
murmur which could be inno­ 
cent. My family doctor dis­ 
agrees with him. What is a 
heart murmur? How can you 
check it? 
My father and father-in-law 
both died young because of 
heart failure - my father at 
48 mid my father-in-law at 50. 
I am 37 and my wife is 29. My 
blood pressure is not too high 
and my wife is in good health. 
Your opinion on this will be 
appreciated. 
DEAR READER - Just as 
a murmuring brook is a rapid 
stream that makes a noise a 
murmur-in the heart is a 
sound made from the tur­ 
bulence of blood circulating. 
Murmurs in the heart and 
blood vessels then represent 
the vibrations of circulation. 
In young children with rapid 
heart beats and thin chests 
these sounds are easily heard 
and may have no medical 
significance at all. In other in­ 
stances the vibrations are 
caused by defects inside the 
heart or arteries. Such defec- 
trs can be caused from 
damage to the heart valves or 
arteries or from birth defects 
in the chambers of the heart. 
Clearly, your pediatrician 
thinks the murmur he hears is 
not important. It is probably 
not a very loud murmur or 
there would be no disagree­ 
ment about its presence. In­ 
cidentally, an innocent mur­ 
mur may be present on one 
examination and not on 
another depending on how 
rapid the circulation is — 
which may also be related to 
whether the patient is resting 
or anxious.

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Former House speakers 
talk on abuse of power

JEFFERSO N CITY - John 
G. Christy, former Missouri 
House speaker, will tell you 
straight out about offers of 
money 
to 
influence 
legislation: 
“ Any 
House 
speaker who says he didn’t get 
any 
offers, 
well, 
there’s 
something wrong there. I got 
some big offers and some little 
offers,” says Christy, House 
Speaker from 1935 to 1940. 
“ I’m not going to tell you I 
didn’t have offers when I was 
speaker, but I didn’t accept 
them.” 
Another 
former 
House 
Speaker, Richard J. Rabbitt, 
was recently sentenced to 
seven years in prison and 
fined $18,000 for extortion and 
mail fraud. 
Fed eral 
prosecutors 
presented evidence showing 
Rabbitt accepted $12,300 from 
an architectural firm for state 
contracts and $14,300 from the 
Greater St. Ixniis Automotive 
Dealers Association for as­ 
signing bills to favorable com­ 
mittees 
and 
influencing 
passage of legislation. 
Rabbitt’s conviction will be 
appealed, but it raises ques­ 
tions about the power of the 
House speaker, who is con­ 
sidered the most powerful 
state official next to the gover­ 
nor. 
House 
Minority 
Floor 
Leader Russell G. Brockfeld, 
R-Warrenton, 
recently 
requested 
that the House 


consider 
rule 
changes 
reducing the authority of the 
speaker. 
Brockfeld, in a letter to 
present House Speaker, Ken 
Rothm an, 
D-Clayton, 
suggested that the speaker’s 
authority to assign bills to 
committees be given to the 
House Rules Committee. 


Brockfeld also suggested, 
“ in light of the recent con- • 
viction” of Rabbitt, that either 
the 
minority 
caucus 
or 
minority floor leader appoint 
members of the minority 
party to committees. The 
speaker now has this power. 
These 
powers 
give 
the 
speaker a great amount of 
control 
over 
legislation, 
Christy says. 


“ I had two committees that 
I 
called 
killing 
com­ 
mittees,’ ” Christy said. Bills 
he didn’t like, Christy ex­ 
plained, he could assign to 
those committees, and the 
legislation would never be 
reported to the floor for a vote. 
“ I don’t know whether it’s 
good (for the speaker) to have 
the power to appoint com­ 
mittees and control 
com­ 
mittees and to refer certain 
bills to certain committees,” 
the 80-year-old former Jef­ 
ferson City mayor says. 
“ It’s a hell of a lot of power 
to give to one man.” 
Christy says the biggest 
offer he received was $5,000 
from 
a 
company 
that 
m anufactures 
voting 
machines. 
The 
company 


wanted him to assign a bill 
that would allow them to in­ 
stall a voting machine in the 
House chamber to a “ friend­ 
ly” committee. 
“ It takes a lot of will power 
not to succumb. The lobbyists 
do anything to get close to the 
speaker," Christy says. 
Christy says when he was a 
lobbyist 
for 
Missouri’s 
breweries, he tried to get close 
to the speaker. “ I gave out a 
lot of beer,” he says. 
Sen. Richard Webster, R- 
Carthage, believes, however, 
the bribes will not come if a 
speaker establishes that he is 
not susceptible. Webster was 
speaker for one legislative 
session in 1954. 


“ The offers do not come to 
people 
who 
establish 
the 
reputation 
of 
not 
being 
susceptible," Webster says. 
‘The speaker only has the 
power that the House mem­ 
bership gives him. Where the 
membership permits abuse of 
those powers, it is the fault of 
the membership.” 
Webster says when he was 
House speaker he never was 
offered any bribes for special 
help on legislation, but “ the 
opportunity 
was 
always 
there.” He likes Brockfeld’s 
suggestions for changing the 
authority of the speaker. 
"The speaker has the power 
to remove members from 
committees. That's where his 
real power comes from He 
can tell a committee chair­ 
man, hold a bill or let it out or 
I’ll take you off the com­ 


mittee,” Webster says. 
"That’s why the caucus 
system is better. I jet the 
speaker be a presiding of­ 
ficer.” 
Rothman, 
however, 
was 
disgusted 
by 
Brockfeld’s 
suggestions, calling them a 
“ cheap political shot.” 


“ I don’t know why he did 
that. 
I 
didn’t notice any 
Republicans saying we should 
strip 
the 
powers 
of 
the 
president when Nixon was 
removed 
from 
office,’’ 
Rothman says. 
“ Some one has to have the 
responsibility. 
The 
respon­ 
sibility I had worked well. As 
speaker 
I 
have 
received 
praise from media throughout 
the state.” 
Thomas D. Graham, former 
House speaker from 1961 to 
1965, 
says 
the 
present 
responsibilities of the speaker 
worked well for him. 


“ Sure, it is a lot of power, 
and it can be abused, but so 
can 
other 
powers, 
says 
Graham, who is practicing 
law in Jefferson City. 
“ An 
instance 
like 
this 
conviction 
of 
Rabbitt 
shouldn't be used to damn 
everyone (in the legislature). 
Because one man goes bad, 
you 
shouldn’t 
condemn 
everyone. It happens in all 
walks of life," Graham says. 
"Everybody wants an un­ 
fair advantage. That’s only 
natural But you don’t have to 
give up your principles to do a 
good job."

approval and submission to the 
President will probably come

^There are those who would 
object to so much money being 
spent on Defense while we have

demands that should be met 
However, 
in 
the 
words 
of 
Chairm an 
Mahon 
(D-Tex.) 
“preventing World War III is 
what this bill is all about." and

proposition In the current bill 
we are about $5 billion above the 
defense bill of last year; and 
when we add on the sup­

DEAR DR LAM B - Dur­ 
ing my four years in high 
school I participated in varsi­ 
ty sports and cheerleading 
year round From all this ac­ 
tivity I developed big muscles 
in my calves and thighs. Is 
there any possible way that I 
can get rid of these muscles or 
thin our my legs? 
DEAR R EA D ER — A mus­ 
cle stays as large as it needs 
to be to have the strength to 
do the work it is required to do 
regularly. That means if a 
muscle is not required to do 
strength work it will begin to 
get smaller We usually say 
that to maintain your muscle 
size and strength you must do 
strength exercises at least 
once a week. 
Apparently if you are not 
doing sports now the only 
weight your calves and legs 
must lift is your own body 
Under these circumstances, if 
you are not obese and have fat 
over your thighs the size of 
your m uscles may be a 
familial characteristic. 
Those genes we inherit do 
have their effects That is why 
we have beef cattle and dairy 
cows — one for muscle, the 
other for milk Draft horses 
for work are heavy muscular 
animals while race horses 
have different bodies. 
Don’t try too hard to change 
your natural state Just get 
rid of fat if you already have 
some To give you a better 
idea of what controls muscle 
size I am sending you The 
Health Letter number 5-4. 
Weight Training for Energy 
and Weight Control 
Others 
who want this information can 
send 50 cents with a long, 
stamped, 
self-addressed 
envelope for it Keep in mind 
those muscles, if they are 
muscles and not fat. may help 
keep you from getting fat 
later in life 
DEAR DR 
LAM B - My 
son is 18 months old 
The 


children’s specialist I take 
him to thinks he has a heart 
murmur which could be inno­ 
cent. My family doctor dis­ 
agrees with him What is a 
heart murmur? How can you 
check it? 
My father and father-in-law 
both died young because of 
heart failure - my father at 
48 and my father-in-law at 50. 
I am 37 and my wife is 29 My 
blood pressure is not too high 
and my wife is in good health. 
Your opinion on this will be 
appreciated 
DEAR R EA D ER — Just as 
a murmuring brook is a rapid 
stream that makes a noise a 
murmur-in the heart is a 
sound made from the tur­ 
bulence of blood circulating 
Murmurs in the heart and 
blood vessels then represent 
the vibrations of circulation 
In young children with rapid 
heart beats and thin chests 
these sounds are easily heard 
and may have no medical 
significance at all. In other in­ 
stances the vibrations are 
caused by defects inside the 
heart or arteries Such defec- 
trs can be caused from 
damage to the heart valves or 
arteries or from birth defects 
in the chambers of the heart. 
Clearly, your pediatrician 
thinks the murmur he hears is 
not important It is probably 
not a very loud murmur or 
there would be no disagree­ 
ment about its presence In­ 
cidentally. an innocent mur­ 
mur may be present on one 
exam ination and not on 
another depending on how 
rapid the circulation is — 
which may also be related to 
whether the patient is resting 
or anxious
